War will bo hailed with considerable

An item in the Sundry Civil bill 


gave the Secretary of War 815,000 to 
begin the preparation of the work for 
tho 1'ublic Printer. 
The records will 


include all orders, telegrams, reports,; 
and other official papers connected with 
tlu Confederate as well as the Uqjon ar- 
mies. Tho object of the government in 
making those documents public is two- 
fold. The originals are continually sub- 
ject to danger of destruction by fire, of 
mutilation for private ondu, or of ab- 
straction. 
By multiplying them defi- 


nitely this danger would be disposed of. 
Moreover, as they arc necessary to a, 
complete history of the War, it is now 
tinic to give them lo the public. It is 
gratifying to know that even tbe minut? 
ost details have been carefully preserv- 
ed, ami that I ho'archives of both the 
Union and the Confederate are in such 
excellent order that any document can 
bo produced when asked for. There 
can bo no question but that the abstrac- 
tion of tho records in the Buell court- 
martial pointed out' at any rate one of 
tho dangers incident upon delay in pub- 
lishing tho wholo mass. It is further 
stated that Gen. Bolknip has accident- 
ally come into possession of » valuable 
collection of records pertaining to the 
Revolutionary War, whoso existence 
was never even surmised. They ate 
the official records of Timothy Picker-; 
ing, Quartermaster-General of the patri- 
ot army in the Revolutionary War, and 
bufi'or an accident would have been 
sent to a paper-mill without seeing tho 
light.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 3.—The Presi- 


dent has completed tho message and it 
will be read at the Cabinet meeting to- 
morrow.

It is known in diplomatic circles that 


Spain has paid to Great Britain only a 
part of the indemnity account of the 
Virginius affair, leaving the remainder 
and other questions to be hereafter ad 
justed. 


The Secretary of War says that his 


report will show a reduction in the an- 
nual expenses of the War Department 
for the last fiscal year, over the year 
ending June, 1874, of nearly 84,000,- 
000. 
The report will also contain the 


following recommendations: Of allow- 
ance of monthly additional pay for offi- 
cers acting as assistant quartermasters; 
recommendations rbr the purchase of 
sites of posts in Texas, in accordance 
with tho report previously made to 
Congress. The system of mileage and 
payment of officers and employes travel- 
ing on duty, to be restored in lieu of act- 
ual expenses, as now allowed under the 
law of last year, that the private soldiers 
be permitted to compete for the position 
of Commissary Sergeants, as well as 
non-commissioned officers ; much larger 
appropriations than havo heretofore 
been made annually ibr the manufacture 
of arms, and increased appropriations 
for arming and equipping militia ; steps 
be taken to relieve the various States 
for indebtedness for arms charged to 
them during the rebellion.

It will 
not interfere with the internal order 
and discipline of any church. 


A system of conventions shall be 


adopted;- and mutual aid given to its 
churches in every country. 
Its gene- 


ral council shall be formed of 'delegate 
of all churches. It shall oppose the in-

infidelity 


throughout the world, and in meeting 
all delegates shall be called in London 
during the year 187B, where the con- 
stitution will be adopted and a plan of 
representation agreed upon.
